A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner and Applicant's representative discussed the combination 
of Jansson and Bourgeot. Applicant's representative argued that Bourgeot shows a resilient support oriented 
differently from that of Jansson. Examiner noted that the modification of Jansson in view of Bourgeot did not include 
the physical incorporation of the Bourgeot resilient support into the device of Jansson. Examiner emphasized that 
Jansson shows the conical bearing elements 9 arranged similar to that of the instant invention and that Bourgeot is 
used solely for the teaching of the use of conical bearing elements in the form of a plurality of conical coaxial tubular 
support elements 7 and at least one conical tubular liner 6. Examiner maintained that it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have modified one resilient bearing element for another to 
provide functionally equivalent resilient support. Examiner also noted that it would have been obvious to have modified 
the bearing element of Jansson with that of Bourgeot to provide added structural integrity since the liner serves as a 
form of reinforcement for the bearing element. Further consideration will be given upon receipt of the official response.
